"Tot Finder’ 
Decal Offered 


The Albany Fire Department is 
offering another aid to Albany 
residents, in their continuing 
fight against destruction by fire. 

In conjunction with the Insur- 
ance Company of North America, 
the Fire Department now has 
available a ‘Tot Finder Fire Res- 
cue Decal,” which when placed in 
the window of a child’s room will 
alert firemen to where a child 
can be rescued in case of fire. 


Children account for over one- 
third of the nation’s fire casual- 
ties, and many times, in the con- 
fusion of a fire, families become 
separated, with the result that a 
child is trapped in his room, cut 
off from rescue. The red and sil- 
ver decal, highly visible during 
the day, and reflective from any 
light source at night, will clearly 
mark the location of a child’s 
room. 


Albany Fire Department Cap- 
tain Ray Gonsalves suggests two 
primary locations for the weath- 
er-resistant decals: 1, On the win- 
dows of the child’s room, facing 
the outside; and 2, On interior 
doors to the room, facing into the 
hallway. 

Capt. Gonsalves also suggests 
using the decals to mark the 
rooms of invalids or other family 
members who require special at- 
tention. 

Special attention should be 
given to the use of these decals, 
and those with questions may 
call the Albany Fire Dept. for 
advice as to how families can 
best benefit from the Tot Finder 
Program.
